3 REQUIREMENTS 

3.1 Description 

The Amchur powder shall be prepared by 
grinding peeled clean and dried raw mango 
slices Mangifera indica ( Linn. ). 

3.2 CoioEtj Taste and Flavoisr 

The Amchur powder shall have the characteristic 
colour, taste and flavour. It shall be free from 
musty odour. It shall be free from extraneous 
matter, added colouring matter, flavouring 
matter and preservatives. 

3.3 Freedom from Moulds, Insects, etc 

The Amchur powder shall be free from dirt, 
mould growth and insect infestation and/or 
fungus contamination. 

3.4 The Amchur powder shall be free from 
added common salt or starch. 

3.5 Fineness 

The Amchur powder shall be ground to such a 
fineness that not less than 97 percent by mass 
passes through a 500-jam IS Sieve ( see IS 460 
(Fart 1 ): 1985 ). 



3.6 The Amchur powder shall also comply with 
the requirements given in Table 1.
